The Mississippi River. 

Oaiuo, III., Feb. 13. 

Editou Independent : The Mississip- 
pi River with its numerous tributaries, 
its length, and its vast volume of water, 
threatens to be an unruly luxury to this 
country. Could we add together the 
sums of money which have been expend- 
ed upon it, and imagine the appropria- 
tions which must be made for it in order 
to get it under control, we would be 
amazed at its gigantic draught upon the 
public and private pocket. To prevent 
the ravages caused by an overdoir of 
water, and its deplorable effect tipon the 
people as regards sickness and loss of 
properly, will demand immense improve- 
ments and patient labor. Situated as 
the river is, in tho centre of a great 
country, it commands an immense eoui- 
. which will probably never be de- 
Stoyed by competing rail way j. Tho pro- 
ducts of the South passing Northward, 
and thence to the East and West ; the 
manufactures and staples of the North 
passing Southward to the bordering 
States and tho Gulf, — hundreds of great 
steamers plying on the river. With 
such a commerce, a blockade by ice or 
diift-wood, or a line of cities partly bur- 
ied in an overflow of waters, is a check 
upon business interests which affects in 
a degree the entire country. To avoid 
calamities, the construction of 
lev eea for cities, and of dikes for bands, 
is esser tial and important. 

Levees are used to protect cities, from 
inundation, and are formed on the prin- 
ciple of the pyramid, with the side next 
the river solidly paved with stone. 

Hikes are constructed differently. 
Piles are first driven at required dis- 
tiom the shore. They vary in 
length, and it is often necessary to place 
one upon anotfa h a mere solid 

base. A riprap composed of stones, 
young tree; thrown in between 

tlu-m and the shore. This form8 a tem- 
porary embankment, which prevents aa 
"v or an immediate change in the 
river's bed. Temporary, 1 say, because 
the water soon works around and under- 
mines it, and the ice, or other catm

Ice, however, is the most formidable 
enemy of the banks, especially when
